Undoubtedly shipbuilding. As contracts are made 
at the present day, the shipbuilder is bound to turn out 
a ship complet: in detail; in fact, a ship generally 
goes straight out of builder’s hangs on ite firat 
voyage. ia involves an enormous and varied amount 
of detail work. First there is the designing, which 
involves the nicest knowledge of mathematics. Then 
the steel paris of the ship are built. Many shipbuild- 
ing firms even manufacture their own steel, and the 
cutting and bending and riveting of the vast iron plates 
requires a very accurate knowledge of the higher 
developments of the blacksmith’s art. Then follows 
the menching, a.task in itself requiring the utmost

precision. The ship then passcs to the engi and 
the boilermakers; in each case the knowledge of this 
part of shipbuilding ie a trade in itself. vessel 
now passes into the hands of the joiners and carpenters, 
and ship’s joinery is far cleverer and more skilful than 
anything required on shore. At last, after a final 
cleaning und painting, the vessel is ready to put to sea. 
These are some of the more obvious of the trades with 
which a competent shipbuilder must be familiar. Inci- 
dentally, he must have a great knowledge of finance, 
for ‘it is no easy task to regulate the pecuniary affairs 
of a large shipyard, with two or three thousand work- 
men and a wa bill of atout a million a year. His 
dealings with foreign nations render it advisable to have 
some wledge of the mercantile law of nearly all 
lands, and the wide range of his purchases involves an 
acquaintance with the prices and markets of every trade.

The 
business is conducted without reference to the material 
longings of the hens, all they bave to do being to eat, 
lay, and grow fat. 

M. de Sola attributes his success to keeping no 
roosters, allowing no nest eggs, feeding the fowls on 
chopped meat from ‘autumn to spring, limiting the 
quantity for each fowl to half an ounce daily, and wing 
buck-wheat instead of corn. M. de Sola is astonish 
that steam heneries are not more numerous in this 
country. “If there were,” he says, “ there would be no 
need for you to import French eggs and poultry

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DODGES TO CATCH THE EYE. 


Soms Smazt Devices or SmaRt TRADESMEN. 


Tere is little doubt but that curiosity is the most 
potent factor in the mental make ng that 
section of humanity which always has to spend 
looking at shop windows, and amusing iteelf by stopping 
— its fancy listeth, to fill its eyes with some sigh 
or other. 

An exemplification of this was ceen by P.W. during a 
visit to New York. The scene was a Chinese laundry, 
which is so common a sight in New York as almost 
pass unno' , except at such times as the quondam 
inhabitant of the Celestial Empire is making u ke bills, 
which he does, not with pen or pencil, but Sith a paint- 
brush and indian-ink, in conformity with the traditions 
of his tribe. This icular Chinaman, however, added 
the profession of virtuoso to his other accomplishments, 
and sold Chinese curiosities of an inexpensive character. 

He determined to inaugurate his reign in the new 
establishment to which some weeks before he bad moved 
by having the word “laundry” painted in huge letters 
on the windows. With economical instincts, deter- 
mined to paint the letters himself, and, seating himself 
in the window outside, began to wield the 

One or two people stopped to look, and were naturally 
soon joined by others, until eventually a crowd 
had The reason was that instead of 
with the letter “ L,” the man was painting backwards, 
and was negotiating the “Y” in the far right hand 
corner of the window.

Indeed, it is by no means unlikely that in time 
the laundry business will merely be an excuse for having 
a sign to paint, and the clever Chinaman will devote his 
energies to selling his curios at an enormous profit.

It was Barnum, the king 
of showmen, who, in his early _ 5 adopted some 
similar ruse to attract the public. hen business was 
bor deen but brisk, he would order one of his men to 
take several bricks and place them deliberately and at 
regular intervals along the pavement in front cf the 
door of the museum. This always attracted a crowd, 
and when a sufficient number had gathered the man 
would take up the bricks in the inverse order in 
which he had laid them down and walk back through 
the open door of the museum with his load. 

The result was certain. The most curious were always 
anxious to know what became of those bricks, and would 
be sure to pay for admission in order to see what the man 
did with them. Having been fooled, they, of course, 
said nothing to their friends, who no doubt in due 
course paid their money to purchase their own
